Reunification in Korea studied by Dr. Young W. Kihl 


As the Vietnam cease-fire agreement 
opens the door for negotiations between 
the leaders of the long-suffering people 
of Indo-China, a Juniata College political 
science professor is making an intensive 
and scholarly study of the problems in- 
volved in reuniting the divided parts of 
a single national community split by war. 
Dr. Young W. Kihl 
discovered that very 
little has been writ- 
ten on the question 
of re-integrating or 
re-uniting divided % 


nations like Ger- \ 
a. 


many, Vietnam,

China, Yemen, India 
or his own home- 
land, Korea. 


Last summer Dr. Kihl traveled to Seoul 
to talk with intellectuals and govern- 
ment officials and to present a paper 
on unification at an International Sym- 
posium. His speech attracted the atten- 
tion of the major daily newspapers in his 
native country. In addition he conducted 
a survey of 350 political party leaders 
and followers for use in a forthcoming 
book. 

Last month Dr. Kihl presented a paper 
on “The Problems of Unifying a Divided 
Nation” at the 12th Annual South-east 
Regional Conference of the Association 
for Asian Studies at Appalachian State 
University, Boone, North Carolina. 

In Dr. Kihl’s view the present South 
Korean government under President 


Park prefers a ‘“’gradualist and long-term 
approach to the attainment of Korean 
Unification.” 

“The North Korean perception of uni- 
fication based on the idea of self-reliance 
and nationalism must be carefully 
weighed against and balanced with the 
more earthly and pragmatic approach 
of the South Korean government,” 

Dr. Kihl concludes that the success 
of Seoul’s strategy hinges on at least 
two factors in the move toward re- 
unification: 

One, can Pyongyang be persuaded to 
take a long-term strategy or can Kim Il 
sung, Premier of North Korea, afford to 
wait that long, especially when he is six 
years older than Park? 


second, would the circumstances of 
East Asian power politics tolerate and 
favor the move of two Koreas toward 
unification? 

The problem in Korea as in Vietnam, 
in Dr. Kthl’s view, partly hinges on the 
attitude of the big powers. ‘Presently,’ 
he points out, “the neighboring countries 
of Japan, China and the USSR—and the 
U, S—seem to be not openly against 
the unification of Korea.” 

The newly formed North-South Coor- 
dinating Committee in Korea is seen by 
Dr. Kihl as a remarkable achievement 
considering the mutual hostility and 
antagonism betweeen the two govern- 
ments. There may be, in Korea, lessons 
for Vietnam as well.

Volunteers are providing transpor- 
tation for child welfare service, assistance 
in day care centers, and in the well-baby 
clinic along with a variety of more 
ambitious projects. 

More than 60 students attended the 
first meeting of the Volunteer Service. 
The glue holding the group together 
has been supplied in ample portions by 
three of the most involved individuals, 
Kim Hershberger, Nancy Kohler, and 
Miriam Smith all of whom are 
sophomores.

The first activity by the students 
was in child welfare transportation but 


it was soon expanded to arts and crafts 
in the geriatrics section of the J. C. Blair 
Memorial Hospital. Students have also 
been helping as teacher’s aides in Head 
Start programs, reading for children, 
and they have established a 4-H group 
for second through tenth graders. 

An informal Big Brother participa- 
tion through the Huntingdon Community 
Center is one of the newest projects 
taken on by the Juniata students and 
the undergraduates and their friends reap 
vast benefits from the exchange. New 
programs include pre-school tutoring 
and probation counselling. 

A unique student-community coopera- 
tion is being achieved in the relationship 
between the Volunteers and the Hunt- 
ingdon service organizations. ‘’People 
appreciate what we are doing” one vol- 
unteer said. ““We can do things students 
weren't able to do in the past.”
